HR M’s controversial winter 
parking ban is under 
review.

Firefighting difficulties

Not knowing what else to 
do, Jessica Penney quickly 
began pressing all the 
buzzers in the apartment 
entrance way. 

A growing fire was fill¬ 
ing the historic apartment 
building at 5167 South St. 
in Halifax with smoke and 
the fire alarm hadn’t yet 
gone off. Penney was next 
door to alert the residents 
in a neighbouring unit. 

“I buzzed all the apart¬ 
ments over and over and 
over again because I could¬ 
n’t get in,” she said. 

Soon, more people be¬ 
gan piling out but they 
had little time to grab pos¬ 
sessions. Penney left al¬ 
most everything behind. 

“I didn’t even get my 
purse. I just got my dog 
and that’s it,” she said. 

She also may be out of 
her job at Tomasino’s, one 
of the restaurants attached 
to the over 100-year-old 
building. Taj Mahal, Thai 
Chin and Cafe Chianti are 
the others. Fire officials 
don’t yet know how much 
damage the restaurants 
sustained. 

But damage to the apart¬ 
ment side was clear. After 
the fire started around 8 
a.m., Dylan Jackman and 
Dominic Bolger raced 
home from the airport to 
see massive plumes of fire 
and smoke shooting from 
their bedroom window. 

“I don’t know what to do 
right now. I don’t know 
what to think yet. I guess 


• Firefighters spent hours tear¬ 
ing open the building to halt 
the fire, but there were diffi¬ 
culties.

everything’s gone,” Jack- 
man said.

A municipal snowplow that 
accidentally struck a fire hy¬ 
drant caused a water-main 
break early yesterday morn¬ 
ing and icy roads on some 
downtown Halifax streets.

Door left open for manslaughter 
claim in abortion doctor's death 


Kansas A U.S. judge has 
again refused to block a 
confessed abortion clinic 
killer from arguing in court 
that he should be spared a 
murder conviction because 
he believed he was saving 
unborn children. 

Judge Warren Wilbert 
dealt prosecutors a setback 
during a hearing yesterday. 
He said that until the de¬ 
fence decides which evi¬ 
dence it will present, it’s 
difficult for him to rule out 
Scott Roeder’s proposed de¬ 
fence claim in the killing of 
Dr. George Tiller in Wichi¬ 
ta, Kansas, last May. 


Jury selection for Roed¬ 
er’s trial is expected to be¬ 
gin today. He is charged 
with first-degree murder. 
The Kansas Supreme Court 
was considering a chal¬ 
lenge from four media out¬ 
lets, including The Associ¬ 
ated Press, over the judge’s 
decision to bar reporters 
from witnessing jury selec¬ 
tion. 

Wilbert had decided last 
week he would allow the 
51-year-old Roeder — who 
admits killing Tiller — to 
build a defence case calling 
for a lesser charge of volun- 
taiy manslaughter. 


Kansas law defines vol- 
untaiy manslaughter as 
“an unreasonable but hon¬ 
est belief” that there were 
circumstances to justify 
deadly force. It could bring 
a prison sentence closer to 
five years, instead of a life 
term for first-degree mur¬ 
der. The ruling last week 
changed what had been ex¬ 
pected to be a simple case 
— with the defendant’s 
confession and more than 
250 possible witnesses for 
the prosecution — and gal¬ 
vanized both sides of the 
abortion debate.

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Miep Gies — a story of courage 



B uried under this 
week’s news about 
a monumental ego 
leaving American 
Idol was the pass¬ 
ing of a monumental hu¬ 
man being. 

You probably don’t need 
me to tell you who Simon 


Cowell is. He’s a one-man 
media juggernaut. Miep 
Gies, on the other hand, 
was a little old lady. Little, 
as in barely five feet tall; 
old, as in 100. 

Cowell has become one of 
the richest people in show 
business by being rude to 
the poor schlumps who 
lurch across the Idol stage, 
pathetically hoping to be¬ 
come a star. Gies lived quiet¬ 
ly in a three-room apart¬ 
ment in an obscure town in 
Holland, but was famous in 
her own way. 

It is my fervent hope that 
long after Cowell has faded 


into obscurity, the memory 
of Miep Gies and her re¬ 
markable story will endure. 

During the Second World 
War, Gies made a decision 
that gave history a little 
nudge, allowing a tiny voice 
of goodness to emerge from 
the immense evil of the 
Holocaust. Gies and her 
husband and several others 
were the non-Jews who de¬ 
cided to risk everything and 
hide Anne Frank and her 
family from the Nazi Final 
Solution. When Anne was 
captured and transported to 
the death camps, Gies re¬ 
trieved and preserved her 


diary. 

When Anne’s father, the 
only surviving member of 
the Frank family, returned 
to Amsterdam after the war, 
Gies gave him the diary; it 
has gone on to sell more 
than 30 million copies in 67 
languages. 

Thanks to Miep Gies, the 
millions who were mur¬ 
dered by Hitler have a hu¬ 
man face. Today, as memo¬ 
ries dim and die, good (bare¬ 
ly) manages to hold its own 
in the daily struggle with 
evil in the insidious form of 
Holocaust denial — thanks 
to Miep Gies. 


While she spent her life 
bearing witness to the 
courage and humanity of 
Anne Frank, Gies underrat¬ 
ed her own courage. “I am 
not a hero,” she said many 
times. If people see her as a 
heroine, she feared, they 
will doubt their own capaci¬ 
ty to do what she did. And 
she did it, she said, because 
it seemed necessary at the 
time. 

For most of my life I’ve 
wondered what I would 
consider “necessary” in the 
same situation. I worry that, 
like millions, I would have 
just kept my head down, or 


worse, wrote enthusiastic 
pro-Nazi columns. It’s a lot 
easier to be craven than 
brave. 

But I like to think if a tiny 
woman, an ordinary secre¬ 
tary, could stand tall and 
courageous in the face of 
evil, so could I. Could you? 
As long as we take heart 
and remember Miep Gies 
and her extraordinary story, 
there’s hope for both of us. 

Miep Gies died Monday 
night. She was my hero.

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Canadian investment 
law flawed: U.S. Steel 


An American steel compa¬ 
ny says legislation govern¬ 
ing foreign investment in 
Canada is “essentially 
flawed” because it doesn’t 
define how an investor 
can justify failure to meet 
promises made to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

U.S. Steel was in Federal 
Court yesterday, arguing 
that a case against it 
should be thrown out due 
to the legal flaws in the In¬ 
vestment Canada Act. 

The federal government 
has said the company 
failed to adequately justify 
its failure to meet employ¬ 
ment and production 
promises it made when it 
bought the former Stelco. 

But U.S. Steel lawyer 
Michael Barrack told court

challenge to the Investment 
Canada Act is the first since 
it was adopted 24 years 
ago. A federal review is re¬ 
quired any time a Canadian 
company with assets of 
more than $312 million is 
bought by a foreign entity. 

that the act doesn’t ex¬ 
plain what constitutes an 
adequate justification. 

“That’s where the impre¬ 
cision and vagueness of 
the statute is,” Barrack 
said. 

“How do I justify its non- 
compliance? How do I 
avoid having the govern¬ 
ment come and force me 


to sell my property? How 
do I behave in an accept¬ 
able way?” 

The company’s constitu¬ 
tional challenge of the act 
rests on the premise that 
the act is quasi-criminal in 
nature because of the 
penalties it imposes on a 
foreign investor that fails 
to meet its promises, but 
doesn’t afford the investor 
all the rights allowed in a 
criminal case. 

For example, Barrack ar¬ 
gued that U.S. Steel has not 
been told by Industry Min¬ 
ister Tony Clement why its 
88-page explanation of 
why the economy prevent¬ 
ed it from meeting its 
promises wasn’t enough of 
a justification under the

Driven by passion 

Love of snowboarding motivates Maelle Ricker 


Pound's remarks

Snowboardcross athlete 
Maelle Ricker is fast 
becoming a household 
name as she is touted as 
one of Canada’s top gold- 
medal contenders for the 
2010 Olympics. 

But her drive to be faster 
and stronger isn’t bom of a 
perceived pressure to win a 
medal, but her simple love 
of being on the mountain. 

“Winning isn’t the moti¬ 
vating factor,” she said. 

“My love of snowboard¬ 
ing drives and motivates 
me. 

“Sinking into a powder 
turn, airing out of the pipe, 
jumping cliffs in the back- 
country and riding a race 
line that’s on the edge all 


the way down a snowboard¬ 
cross course are the reasons 
I’m in the start gate.” 

To win — and win at 
home on top of that — 
would simply be the cherry 
on the cake, she said. 

Ricker, 31, was 19 when 
she competed in her first 
Olympics at the Nagano 
Games, and just missed a 
podium finish in snow¬ 
boardcross in the 2006 
Games in Turin. 

In December, the native 
of Squamish, B.C., won her 
second consecutive 

women’s snowboardcross 
race this season, bringing 
her to 28 podium wins — 
including 13 gold medals — 
on the FIS World Cup Tour. 

She said she’s spending 
the next month snow¬ 
boarding as much as possi¬ 
ble and pushing her level 


— as she knows all her 
competitors are. 

“I am focused on the 
process of training and 
competing and doing what 
I need to do day by day to 
still have fun and feel like 
I’m progressing.” 

Knowing that the coun¬ 
try is behind her, she said, 
is an added bonus. 

“I am very excited that I 
have such good support of 
Canadians. I still feel like 
the luckiest person when¬ 
ever I strap my board to my 
feet,” she 
said. 

“I hope peo¬ 
ple will watch 
snowboarding and 
want to go play in 
the mountains after¬ 
wards. Ultimately it’s all 
about getting active and 
getting outside.”

trained as a librarian after

library system. She shatters 
the old stereotypes of the 
bookworm librarian and ex¬ 
emplifies the new paradigm 


of the tech-sawy, digitally- 
conscious information man¬ 
ager, digitizing more books 
than she catalogues and act¬ 
ing as a guide along the in¬ 


formation highway rather 
than a gatekeeper. 

“I’m interested in how 
technology improves the 
lives of people and the soci¬ 
ety they live in. You enable 
people to improve them¬ 
selves. It’s exciting, it’s fun 
and it’s hard but at the end 
of the day you’ve helped 
people,” Sadler said.

floor in Croatia til he was 9. 
Then his family immigrated 
to Canada. As the opening 
montage of Dragons’ Den il¬ 
lustrates, they came to 
Canada with just $20. To¬ 
day Robert owns one of the 
biggest houses in Toronto, 
and regularly jets to a pri¬ 
vate holiday paradise in Mi¬ 
ami. 

How did he do it? “I put 
myself in a position where I 
could get an opportunity to 


win,” says Herjavec. He 
thinks that’s the key to suc¬ 
cess in the business world 
— always saying yes to op¬ 
portunities, even if you’re 
nervous, even if you don’t 
feel quite ready. 

He saw his opportunity 
while working selling “com¬ 
puter stuff,” as he describes 
it. A customer had asked 
him for a specific security 
product, so Herjavec 
tracked it down.

Midwinter's a fine time to 
daydream about summer 
backpacking. But if you

Spending the night at 
one of the most beautiful 
high-country spots in the 
Northwest takes hard 
work, planning and more 
than a little luck.

And you need to hurry 

— the U.S. Forest Service 
has moved up the window 
for the permit applications 
by three weeks to Feb. 1-8.

De¬ 
mand is such and to give 
everyone a fair chance, it 
has a somewhat complex 
lotteiy system for issuing 
the special permits, which 
are becoming increasingly 
difficult to obtain for par¬ 
ticular dates. 

The Enchantments are 


about 120 kilometres east 
of Seattle in the Alpine 
Lakes Wilderness. Crys¬ 
talline, ice-cold lakes with 
names like Perfection, In¬ 
spiration, Tranquil and Iso¬ 
lation dot a compact, 
three-lcilometre-long basin 
rimmed by the jagged 
ridges of Little Annapurna 
and Prusilc, McClellan and 
Dragontail peaks. 

As late as the 1920s, 
much of the basin above 
2,286 metres was covered 


by glaciers, and plants are 
only now pioneering rock 
exposed when the ice re¬ 
ceded. In the lower reach¬ 
es, there’s just enough soil 
for low shrubs, beriy bush¬ 
es, twisted trees and wild- 
flowers to exploit the few 
weeks of summer. 

You might find a family 
of mountain goats sharing 
the narrow trail. Not exact¬ 
ly tame, they seem willing 
to tolerate visitors as long 
as they behave themselves. 


Be prepared 

• Unless you're a skilled 
climber or athlete, for aver¬ 
age folks this is a tough, 
steep, and potentially dan¬ 
gerous trip. Have good 
gear, be ready for snow and 
be smart enough to bail be¬ 
fore you get into trouble. 

Reaching paradise is sup¬ 
posed to take effort and 
the Enchantments are no 
exception. There are two 
trails in. From the east, the 
Snow Lake route climbs 


about 1,676 metres in 16 
kilometres. The Colchuclc 
Lake trail from the north¬ 
west gains 1,341 metres in 
a little about 10 kilome¬ 
tres, but half of that comes 
in around one kilometre in 
the final trudge to Aasgard 
Pass. 

Rich Haydon, wilderness 
resource manager with the 
Olcanogan-Wenatchee Na¬ 
tional Forest, says that de¬ 
spite the sweat required, 
it’s still a relatively short 
hike to spectacular sceneiy 
above the timberline.

With Simon Cowell’s days 
numbered and Paula Ab¬ 
dul already gone, this sea¬ 
son is shaping up to be the 
end of an era for the most- 
popular show in the Unit¬ 
ed States, Fox’s American 
Idol. 

But when it comes to liv¬ 
ing up to its title — creat¬ 
ing a superstar act that 
captures the imagination 
of millions — the power of 
Idol has been ebbing for 
years. (The new season of 
Idol started last night.) 

While the show pro¬ 
duced multiplatinum sen¬ 
sations in its earlier days, 
starting with Kelly Clark¬ 
son and ending with Carrie 
Underwood, recent Idol 
winners or runners-up 
have not had similar chart 
success. 

Kris Allen, last year’s 
champion, has sold about 
200,000 copies of his de¬ 
but album. And while his 
Idol runner-up, Adam 
Lambert, proved to be 
more popular and contro¬ 
versial, even his debut has¬ 
n’t stayed at the top of the 
charts for long. 

“When you start think¬ 
ing about American Idol as 
a place that feeds the mu¬ 
sic business, it’s not as 
much as people think it 
is,” said Howard Benson, 
who produced the first two 
CDs for Idol finalist Chris 
Daughtry’s multiplatinum 
band, Daughtiy. “It’s fallen 
off.” 

Of course, “fallen off” is 
all relative when you’re 
talking about a show that’s 
been the undisputed rat¬ 
ings champion since it de¬ 
buted in 2003. It has pro¬ 
duced millions and mil¬ 
lions in albums sales, 
Grammy Awards and even 
an Oscar winner in Jen¬ 
nifer Hudson, who is also a 
Grammy winner and suc¬ 
cessful recording artist. 
Even the also-rans of “Idol” 
have managed to parlay a 
stint on the show into ca¬ 
reer success.

2004. Clay Aiken, 
that year’s runner- 
up, did even better, 
selling 2.7 million 
copies of his CD 
Measure of a Man. 
Studdard was fol¬ 
lowed by Fantasia, 
whose Free Yourself also 
sold 1.8 million and had 
the R&B hit Free Your¬ 
self.

This year, Idol 
champ Kris Allen re¬ 
leased his self-titled 
CD to little fanfare. 
It didn’t debut at 
the top of the charts 
and now sits at No. 91 
on Billboard’s Hot 
200 albums chart 
and hasn’t generat¬ 
ed a top hit thus 
far.

lawsuit The news snap¬ 
shot shows Roman Polans¬ 
ki standing at a window, a 
thin slice of his face visible 
amid an opening in the 
curtains.

In a hearing yesterday, 
Polanski lawyer Marion 
Gregoire said the suits 
were an attempt to put an 
urgent stop to the media 
spotlight on the filmmaker 
and his family that has in¬ 
tensified in the months 
since a 32-year-old sex case 
against him was revived. 

“The legal case against 
Polanski in no way justifies 
the paparazzi’s stalking of 
his wife and children,” 
Gregoire said. 

Polanski’s had lived for 
three decades before he 
was arrested in September 
on a U.S. warrant while en 
route to a Swiss film festi¬ 
val. He spent more than 60 
days in detention in a 
Swiss jail before being 
transferred to house arrest 
in his Swiss vacation

Vatican slams Avatar for eco-spiritualism message 


movies The Vatican news¬ 
paper and radio station 
have called the film Avatar 
simplistic and criticized it 
for flirting with modern 
doctrines that promote the 
worship of nature as a sub¬ 
stitute for religion. 

L’Osservatore Romano 
and Vatican Radio dedicat¬ 
ed ample coverage to 
James Cameron’s big-gross¬ 
ing, 3-D spectacle. But the 
reviews were lukewarm, 
calling the movie superfi¬ 
cial in its eco-message, de¬ 


spite groundbreaking visu¬ 
al effects. 

L’Osservatore said the 
film “gets bogged down by 
a spiritualism linked to the 
worship of nature.” Simi¬ 
larly, Vatican Radio said it 
“cleverly winks at all those 
pseudo-doctrines that turn 
ecology into the religion of 
the millennium.” 

“Nature is no longer a 
creation to defend but a di¬ 
vinity to worship,” the ra¬ 
dio said. A Vatican 
spokesperson said that 


“Nature is no 
longer a creation to 
defend, but a 
divinity to 
worship.” 

Vatican Radio 

while the movie reviews 
are just that — film criti¬ 
cism, with no theological 
weight — they do reflect 
Pope Benedict XVTs views 
on the dangers of turning 


nature into a “new divini¬ 
ty.” 

In a recent World Day of 
Peace message, the pontiff 
warned against any no¬ 
tions that equate human 
person and other living 
things. He said such no¬ 
tions “open the way to a 
new pantheism tinged 
with neo-paganism, which 
would see the source of 
man’s salvation in nature 
alone.” 

The Vatican newspaper 
occasionally likes to com¬ 


ment in its cultural pages 
on movies or pop culture 
icons. 

In one famous instance, 
several Vatican officials 
spoke out against The Da 
Vinci Code. In this case, 
the reviews came out after 
a red carpet preview held 
in Rome just a stone’s 
throw from St. Peter’s 
Square. 

The story of the tall blue 
creatures who inhabit Pan¬ 
dora and contend with hu¬ 
mans intent on grabbing 


the resources of their plan¬ 
et has made over $1.1 bil¬ 
lion at box offices world¬ 
wide. Partly boosted by 
higher 3-D ticket prices, 
Avatar looks well on its 
way to becoming the 
biggest grossing movie of 
all time. “So much stupefy¬ 
ing, enchanting technolo¬ 
gy, but few genuine emo¬ 
tions,” said L’Osservatore 
Romano, which devoted 
three articles to Avatar” in 
its Sunday editions.
